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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Jean-Luc et al. (US Patent 4,688,627) discloses testing a 
heat exchanger with Nitrogen (tank 56) and Helium (tank 58). Both gases are provided 
to both sides of the heat exchanger system via passages 26 and 36. While Jean-Luc 
does not teach detecting both gases Coffman et al. (US Patent 6,286,362) teaches 
separate detectors 56 and 72 detecting nitrogen and helium separately in order to 
mitigate variable effects such as "base pressure and rate of rise in a chamber ... 
dependent on numerous factor including chamber material and volume, temperature 
and, in particular, outgassing form chamber components". 

These prior art do not teach reversing the pressure or flow however. Jean-Luc 
feeds both gases to both sides of the exchanger plumbing for calibration purposes and 
flow reversal is not involved. 

Morley et al. (US Patent 3,762,212) teaches reversing the tracer introduction and 
detection sides in a test (column 4 lines 19-25). However, Morley does not teach 
reversing sides during a test and as a condition of failing to detect tracer in the first part 
of the test as in the instant invention. Morley merely presentlhe reversal as an 
alternative embodiment.
